MADISON, Wis., Feb. 11—Assembly- 


man Mahon introduced a bill empower- 
ing the governor to 
employ special 


counsel outside of the attorney gener- 
ul's office. 


The bill, in part, is as follows: 
"Whenever, in the opinion of the gov- 


ernor, the rights, interests or property 
of the state shall have been or shall 
be liable to be injuriously affected, he 
may require the attorney general to in; 
stitute and prosecute any proper action 
or suit for the redress or prevention 
thereof; and whenever he ahall receive 
notice of any action or proceeding be-; 
'tween other parties by which the rights, 
interests or property of tlia «Ut« shill 
be liable to be injuriously affected, he 
shall inform the attorney general there- 
of and require him to make every legal 
and equitable defense against such ac- 
tion or proceeding; and in any 
such 


case, or in any action prosecuted or de- 
fended in behalf of the, state, he may, 
if the public interests require it, 
and 


he shall deem it to be necessary, em- 
ploy special counsel to assist the at- 
torney general in any such action or 
proceeding. 


"When any such special counsel shall 


be employed, a contract in writing shall 
be entered into between the state and 
such counsel, in which shall be fixed the 
compensation to be paid fuch special 
counsel by the state, 
which contract 


shall be executed in behalf of the state 
by the governor and be filed in the of- 
fice of the secretory of state. 


''In case the attorney general shall-be 


in any way interested adversely to the. 
state in any action or proceeding, the 
governor may employ special counsel to 
•act in his stead, the compensation for 
such counsel to be fixed by contract, by 
the governor, in behalf of the state, in 
the manner aforesaid, and paid out of 
the state treasury."

Edible Seaweeds,—Many kinds of sea- 


weeds have, long been eaten. "Dulse and- 
tanglc" was'-once a common cry in the 
streets of Edinburgh, both being sea- 
weeds, and in Chile yet a third variety 
is used as food. In the Swan river set- 
tlement in Australia and other place* 
seaweed jelly frequently appears on the 
bill of fare, while the edible, birds' nests • 
of China are edible 'because" the birds 
use seaweed as a building material. 


Heat From the Stars.—An observer 


at a Western institution -with an ex- 
tre'mely delicate radiometer has deter- 
mined, it is said, the relative intensity 
of heat radiated to the earth 'from the 
stars Vega and Arcturus and the planets 
Jupiter and Saturn. The observations 
show that Arcturus gives a little more 
than one ten-millionth of the heat of a 
candle placed at a. distance of one me* 
ter. Jupiter gives more than twice as 
much heat as Arcturus docs. Although 
Vega and Arcturus are equal in the bril- 
liance of their light, the latter, it it con- 
tended, gives twice as much heat aa the 
former, 
Vega is blue-white and .Arc; 


yellowish, or reddish, in color. .The 


heat radiated from Saturn ii said to be 
less than one-sixth as great M that of 
Jupiter. 


Land in Belgium—The Auckland News 


says land is more closely subdivided in 
Belgium than in any other country in 
the world, the average size of the hold- 
ings being only fourteen and .one-half 
acres. The yield per acre is exceptional- 
ly high, but owing to the high price of. 
living and excessive rents the peasants 
have to w,ork extremely hard to win a. 
sustenance. . Per square mile of culti- 
vated area the agriculture! population is 
three times as large as that of Great 
Britain, but the. small size of the hold- 
ings results in: 65 per cent of those en- 
gaged in agricultural 
pursuits being 


farmers and members of their families, 
while only 35 per cent are hired work- 
ers. In Great Britain the hired assist- 
ants make up 70 per cent of the agricul- 
tural population. Belgium is, therefore, 
essentially a country of small cultivat- 
ors, and the success of. this system, so 
far an it relates to the retention of a 
•large rural population and an increase of 
the productivity of the soil, admits of 
no doubt. On the other hand, the'lot of 
the small holder is not altogether an en- 
viable one. Rents are about twice as 
high as in Britain, and the capital value 
of the land is also double that of Brit- 
ish land. This is accounted ior by the 
keenness of the competition to setur*. 
holdings and the exceptional skill of the 
cultivators, who are able to win a far 
better return from the ioil than their 
fellows in other lands. 


Crimes of Civilization Increase—In his 


annual report the c'nief constable of Liv- 
erpool says that "in every relation of 
life there'sre indications that there- is a 
general deciy of personal honesty." He 
argues that crime, instead of decreas- 
ing, 
is • actually increasing .in -England. 


The. crimes of .the animal and the savage 
«nd crimes against the person, he admits, 
have lessened, but- crimei against prop- 
erty—the crimes of civilized man—have 
increased. 


World's Strongest Wood.—Says an ar- 


ticle in an Eastern publication: 
Offi- 


cial tests of the many valuable hard- 
woods native-to western Australia have 
made known the extraordinary proper- 
ties of yate, believed to be the strongest 
of all known woods. Its average-ten- 
sile strength is 24,000 pounds to the 
square inch, equaling that of good cast 
iron. 
But many specimens are much 


stronger, and one was tested up to sev- 
enteen and .a. half tons to the square 
inch, which is equal 
to 
the 
tensile 


strength of wrought iron. The sawed 
timber of ys,te is probably the strongest 
in the world. The tree grows to a max- 
imum height of 100 feet and has some- 
times a diameter of two and a halt or 
even three feet.

ings the Dusseldorfer Zcitung tells an 
amusing story which may interest pic- 
ture buyers. Achcnbach, the German ar- 
tist, enj'oyed a vogue about 10 years ago. 
A certain collector had bought from as 
art dealer a.- seascape represented as a 
genuine Achenbach. Afterward it was 
pronounced to be a. copy. The buyer 
brought an action, against the dealer, 
who turned the tables by declaring that 
hie picture was genuine and the other 
was a copy. Achenbach himself was sum- 
moned by" the courts to tell which was 
which. Amazed at the absolute similari- 
ty of the two paintings, he-gazed at 
them for a. long time, inspected them 
closely, front 
and back, sniffed, them, 


and then frankly admitted that he could 
not tell which was the original and which 
the copy. 


Celluloid.—Celluloid", as is well known 


is almost as inflammable as guncotton 
Chemists have been striving to discove\ 
a way to make it less easily ignited, and 
they have at last succeeded. Dr. Clc 
rnent Botrelle has used ether for forming 
the union of camphor and nitro-cellulose 
which' results in celluloid. The ether 
evaporates and leaves all the cellulose, ft 
bres coated with silica, and noninflam 
triable. 


Chaldea Tablets Earliest Writing—The 


day tablets of Chaldea—probably the 
very earliest writing material used by 


man—were of different sizes, the largest 
being flat and measuring 9 in. by 6Vi in., 
while, the smallest were slightly convex 
and in some cases not more than an inch 
long, says the San Francisco Examiner. 
In the. same ruins with, the tablets have 
been found the glass lenses which were 
used by their readers. The writing was 
done (with"the tablets were still soft) 
by a little iron tracer, not pointed but 
triangular at the end. By slightly press- 
ing this end on the soft, moist clay the 
inscriptions were made. The tablets,1' 
having 
been inscribed on both

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 11.—Before 


R joint session of the Illinois state legis- 
lature'in the hull of the house of rep- 
resentatives here this afternoon, Presi- 
dent Taft made another plea to the peo- 
ple of the United States to support the 
proposed reciprocity treaty with Canada. 
By citing tho details of several of the 
tariff schedules covered by the pending 
agreement, Mr. Taft undertook to point 
out the exact benefits that would come 
to American agricultural und manufac- 
turing interests. He specified particular- 
ly the benefits which would come to the 
people of Illinois, but 
declared 
that 


every state would be beneficially niTect- 
cd by the pact. 


Mr. Taft declared that the reciprocity, 


agreement was in exact line with the 
Republican tariff policy outlined in the 
1903 platform. 


The president dwelt at some length on

MADE RESPONSIBLE FOR HUSBAND'S DEBTS 


A bill introduced by Assemblyman 


Bell would, if a law, deprive the women 
of a v«ry material part of th« advance- 
ment that has been made and place Wis- 
consin in not only an ungracious posi- 
tion toward the weaker sex, but degrade 
it in the eyes of oil enlightened people. 
This n'.ea-iiirc introduced, as explained, 
because n<tke<l for by merchant's, deprives 
females of the rights over their own 
property, however acquired, they 
possess. It 
places their estates 


property under control of husbands 


and 


this, that if a law the property of mar- 
ried women acquired, the manner of ac- 
quiring not stated, would Vie responsible 
for the debts of the husband as well as 
responsible for the debts of the family 
nine* marriage. If this docs not. place 
the property of women under full con- 
trol of husbands, then nothing els« does. 


For the credit of the fair name of 


Wisconsin the legislature whose great 
majority take pride in railing; themselves 
progressive Republicans, should relegate 
this bill or any other similar, to the 
furnace fire and forget suo.h was ever in- 
troduced. 
If it passes, it is promised 


every legislator who 
votes for it will 


have' a lively time at the hand* of u 
justly outraged womanhood of the state. 


The bill is so distinctly a step back- 


wards that it is difficult to understand 
how it can even be considered at all in 
committee rooms. The idea- is prepos- 
terous that property of married women 
should be held responsible for nny debtB 
of a husband whatever, unless HIK-D mar- 
ried women legally charge her estate or 
property with such linbility. If a mar- 
ried woman endorses her huxband'* note, 
of course this is evidence she intended 
to charge her estate with the obligation 
and properly should be held for it, oth- 
erwise, let those who trust the men 
•trust to them for payment. That is the 
affaif of every merchant, to know to 
whom he is giving credit, 


There may be a law somewhere in a 


few states that does fnakt- the women 
equally responsible for family necessar- 
ies of life only, but this does not make 
them in any wise responsible for debts 
of the husband. Even here thrrc is no 
valid reason why the property of mar- 
ried women should be hrld Ruble for 
family indebtedness 
in 
the 
ordinary 


sense of the word. A married woman 
may incur debts clearly outside of fam- 
ily'necessaries or for family purposes, or 
for h«r own living necessaries, that prop- 
erly for which her property may be held 
responsible, but in this view the laws 
now will take care of that without new 
ones. H would seem if merchants trust- 
ing men for supplies have doubts, why 
not, if the wife lias property, then get 
her obHgation to *ee them pnid. 


THE HEW POLICY OF JAPAN 


The secret of Japan has been searched 


out. It will not war on us at the start 
by rushing its fleets to the Philippines 
and Hawaii and to invade California, but 
wiil play the waiting game. 
With its 


certainly powerful fleets, equal to 
us, 


ship to ship, it will await our attacks 
near its own shores. Expecting more or 
lees success in this feature, it would 
make a dash with some of the vessels 
escaping from the wreck of the fight, 
and then dash for the shores of the 
United States. By this waiting policy 
it would hope to draw the great majority 
of our war vessels to its own shores, 
and our coasts being practically defense- 
less, a few of its war ships might in- 
flict incalculable harm.

According to an official regarded as 


the best of authority, ''Japan would not 
make any attempt of attack or invasion

'•Japan's plans would be to

trate all her naval strength in or near 
her home waters and await the arrival 
of her foes. By these means .she would 
draw the American navy far away from 
itJ base of supplies."

special laws. That laws general in their 
nature as is this bill to change the pro- 
cesses of special assessments mad a ap- 
plicable to Milwaukee must they not be 
equally applicable everywhere else in 
Lhe state?

A'merican Tobacco trust and other im 
porters. With careless described sched 
ules and loosely drawn requirements as 
to tobacco grades, both the government 
officials and the tobacco men construed 
differently from what the law really in- 
tended. This brought about improper 
classifications which made the thing all 
regular. This condition resulted because 
the loosely drawn nftetme laws permit 
.all concerned to interpret requirements, 
and this in turn interprets or fixed the 
duties. Loosely drawn schedules are by 
no means confined to tobacco, and in 
previous years both government and im- 
porters on more than one article have 
had animated contests in the courts. 
Sometimes the government would recov- 
er back duties, and as often had been 
compelled to pay back large amounts to 
importers. 


For two decades this thing has been 


in progress, and by general opinion no 
one seems to blame. Tho trust and oth- 
er importers of tobacco would of course 
help themscrver, at every opportunity 
and with the schedules so drawn, inter- 
pretation could be read into them favor- 
ing importers.

Away with some of these freak bills

people to employ as nurses any one 
whom they are pleased, or those who 
have invalids under their charge or care 


The idea of a state law regulating 


nurses who prescribe nothing and no' 
authorized to physic legally, is nonsense 
It implies the sick must also get a li 
cense in order to employ a 
licensed 


nurse. It implies anyhow, that one de 
sirous of having some one around to per- 
form necessary service in sickness, or 
with sufficient brain capacity to admin- 
ister medicine duly authorized by the 
laws to be administered by a licensed 
doctor, must employ some one who is 
licensed to so act. The law as printed, 
infers no one may have around them 
persons to act as nurse unless such arc 
licensed by the state. In every cnse of 
sickness this law would, if it could, pre- 
vent any invalid from being cared for 
by members of the family or otherwise 
unless specially licensed. And why this 
license, and in what interests is it pro- 
posed to do so unjust a thing? 


If the purpose of the law is to merely 


require nurses to register with physi- 
cians snd drug stores for the conven- 
ience of those requiring such assistance, 
well and very good. If the purpose is, 
as seems to be implied, only licensed 
nurses may serve the sick, not well and 
good. The purpose should be mode clear, 
and if to exercise a supervision then de- 
feat it. 


CURTAILING POLITICAL EXPENDITURES 


The proposed corrupt practice law as 


amended, would strictly limit the man- 
ner in which a candidate may spend his 
money.

But hon- 
estly the most pleasing feature in this 
meritorious bill is the provision that

he new m&p of the city will be more 
agged than ever before. The additions 
are what is known as the north side, an 
area of half a mile, and numbered sec- 
ion S running up to the Caledonia line. 
lere the line on the west side runs 
harply down on the old division line 
eaving out all of what is known as 
lorthwest Racine. Leaving this intact 
and in the fond embraces of Mt. Pleas- 
ant to which it is so attached, the line- 
running south meets the old division line 
and starts to the westward running out 
half a mile, thence southerly about a 
mile, being, the west half of section 18. 


This tak-is the city way to the west- 


wards of the present line on the west 
side of Mound cemetery, and embrace* 
;te old Fratt farm and several other 
well known. Mt. Pleasant farms. 


The new line here taking a fresh 


breath, starts back again eastwardly, run- 
ning down its half mile new course and 
;hen runs noutheriy in search of warmer 
air about the familiar half mile, thence 
running eastwardly along the Durand 
road, taking in another ha!6 mile, and 
;hen travels back north again where it 
strikes the cold air in the vicinity of 
lakeside, an old acquaintance, and then 
east along the present boundary line. 
This new line loaves Racine college and 
rrounds considerably within the city 
Imits, with .the limits of Lakeside en- 
tirely without tne city lines. 


Wni'e something hae .been remarked 


about Mvwal subdivisions with some 
communk up"oa fcfce desire of the owners 
io get them within the city Iimits,.it may 
be remarked that without these subdivis- 
ions the growth of modern cities would 
be slow, very. These have induced p&>- 
pie to leave congested districts and take 
up pleaaanter quarters and all this hafl 
added largely to the tax assessments. 
One would think it would be the other 
way, and these subdivision men more 
anxious to escape city taxation, but it 
does 
seem to work this way, and the 


city should be considerate of these en- 
terprising real estate owners aod give 
them credit for banking largely upon ths 
growth of the city. 


If our street car corporation had the 


nerve, had the faith shown by such cor- 
porations in other cities, Racine would 
be a larger city today. This Milwaukee 
corporation prefers to wait for the city 
to build up first many blocks away from 
their terminals, and then after a long 
while, possibly, possibly, indeed, they 
may consent to extend their lines. Had 
the street car company the faith these 
subdivision men have, they would have 
before built their ext-wsions, and even 
now when, the road has been blazed and 
pretty well settled, it might afford ac- 
commodation as to reaching the city. 
But certainly not. Xo extensions what- 
ever are in sight, and all this new terri- 
tory north, west and southwest has to 
get along tho best it can. If we possess- 
ed a city council willing to tackle some 
things it would take, such action as 
would compel the street car people to 
give these needed car services. The ter- 
ritory at least as far as Taylor orphan 
asylum would be served, thence west as 
far as Mygatts corners, and thence to 
the northwest. The present lines runn- 
ing as for ae High street would be ex- 
tended northwards and would give ser- 
vice to a growing population. 


It.is hoped the omitted territory
